The UCSD P-System was developed by SofTech Microsystems, Inc., under 
exclusive licensing rights from the University of California at San Diego, 
which developed the original UCSD Pascal portable system, It is available 
through Commodore's nationwide dealer network for $175. 

Version IV.0 is the latest implementation of the UCSD P-System, and 
has already proved most popular with more than 30,000 end-users. In the 
new P-System, all sections of code including main programs and sections of 
the operating system are treated as segments and move in and out of memory 
aS needed, thus achieving greater system efficiency in the use of memory. 

The UCSD-P System IV.O runs on Commodore micros that use a 64K RAM 
eard and offers pumer ous advantages over the less powerful II.0 version 
which runs on APPLE micros. Because the CPU has an enhanced memory 
capeity of 96K, the P-System uses RAM as if it were a disk unit. This 
makes for more efficient storing of frequently used program segments, 
menus, and other often used program, system, or application parts. 

Other advantages of the UCSD P-System Version IV.0O over the II.O on 
APPLE include complete compatibility with all other UCSD users such as 
Texas Instruments, IBM, Phillips, and Zenith, and a multi-tasking 
capability. Additionally, program units can be linked dynamically at "run 
time" as opposed to having to link them prior to running, and unlimited 
segments are allowed while the II.0 permits only 32 segments. Version 


IV.0 also contains a "debugger" which does not exists in IT.0. 
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In addition, software developers who are producing sophisticated 
applications will now have the choice of selecting Commodore hardware on 
which to develop and market their applictions. 

The P-System on Commodore equipment will support the CBM model 8032 
business computer when used with a 64K RAM card. Commodore model 4040 and 
8050 disk drives are supported as well as IEEE and serial printers. 

Documentation with the system includes an easy-to-use UCSD P-System 
User's Manual. An Internal Architecture Guide and an installation guide 


are also available,
